EXPLOSIONS FROM

Carbon monoxide rather than 
nicotine la the ilkoly causa of 
heart disease In cigaretio smo- 
ker a, writes British medical 
nwgazino, "The Lancet". 

Scientists from tha imperial 
Cancer Research Fund found 
that while pipe smokers had 
the highest nicotine levels, 
dgaretlo smokers had more 
Ilian twicn as much carbon 
monoxide In their blood os 
pipe smokers. 

The report said Hie likely 
explanation was that pipe 
smokers Inhaled less deeply 
and took In 'ess carbon mono- 
xide but absorbed more nico- 
tine through the lining of the 
mouth. 

The observation that pipe 
smokers have a relatively high 
nicotine intake but Htile if any 
excesB risk ot death from 
coronary heart disease strongly 
suggests that nicotine is not 
the major cause of the high 
risk found in cigarette smokers

But things' aland quite 
differently. The neutron bomb is not Intended tor Internal use 
only, and therefore threatens other peoples. The neutron 
weapon may become a detonator which will touch oil a 
universal nuclear holocaust, and, fherefore, cannot be regarded 
as a domestic Issue concerning America alone, Vitaly Zhur- 
kln stresses.

GAS 

Construction work has started 
on a major gas extraction com- 
plex In the Turkmen SSR, based 
on the Dauletubad-Donmez gas 
deposit, In the south of Qm 
Karakum Desert. 

The distribution fines of the 
first gas field are being laid and 
a settlement la being built. A 
site has been prepared for the 
construction of a plant for the 
pre-processing of gas. In 1983, It 
Is hoped to obtain 8,000 million 
cubic metres of fuel. 

Over tlie past 13 years Turk- 
menia has become a major gas 
producer in the Soviet Union. 
Today one Ip every six cubla 
metres of gas, extracted in the 
country, comes from Turkmenia, 

RIVER FLOWS 
RP MOUNTAINS 

The Kura River has been pro- 
vided with a second bed: it now 
flows through the pipes of a 
new pumping station which has. 
gone into operation in Georgia 
to Irrigate 400 hectares of moun- 
tainous lands. 

Large-scale construction of re- 
servoirs and mechanical Irriga- 
tion systems is taking place in 
Georgia, where the natural flow 
of rivers does not meet irriga- 
tion requirements. At present 
more than 60,000 hectares of 
fields, orchards and kitchen- 
gardens aro irrigated solely by 
pumping stations. The Narek- 
vnvsky and Kuslilskhevaky re- 
servoirs, with a total capacity of 
about 11 million cubic metres, 
went into operation this year. 
Construcllou work has started 
on ihe Blxklansky reservoir m 
the east of tlie republic, which 
will irrigate nearly 140,000 
hectares of vineyards In Kaklie- 
lla. 

AH In all, the republic ir- 
rigates about 400,000 hectares. 
By the end of the year, their 
area will have been Increased 
by another 6,000 hectares.

HOW TO IMPROVE 
ONE'S MEMORY 

Scientists from the Institute 
of Biophysics of tbo USSR Acad- 
emy of Sciences maintain that 
seances of electrically-induced 
sleep can help to combat the 
phenomenon oi oveilatlgue, der- 
iving from the mounting Qow ol 
mtormatlan to which each In- 
dividual Is subjected. The salub- 
rious properties of such sleep, 
which stimulates weak electric 
Impulses affecting the brain 
have long boon known, But how 
docs It afreet memory? To an- 
swer this question scientists 
staged an experiment, which con- 
sisted In getting a group ol 
patients. In the 33 Lo 35 age 
range, both before and aftoi 
sleep to memortzo a dozen words 
at a time, Boforo the session, 
most of those taking part in the 
experiment remembered at best 
five out ol 10 words they heard 
But after several sessions ol 
electrically-induced sleep, the 
number of words they wore cap 
able of memorizing noticeably 
Increased. A considerable tm 
provement was witnessed In th 
memory of all the patients, 

CRYSTAL 

GENERATOR 

OF ELECTRIC ENERGY 

Scientists at the Leningrad 
Institute of Engineering Phy- 
sics, of the USSR Acadnmy ol 
Sciences, hove staged a series 
ol experiment!) In order to try 
and transform solar energy Into 
electricity bv using original 
semiconductor photocells. This 
work should make It possible 
to bring nearer tlie time that 
our Industrial power stations 
will be rpn on cheap solar 

energy. 


Workers at tha institute have 
devlaod photocells by coupling 
two materials In one single 
crystal— gallium arsenide and 
aluminium arsenide. As has 
been shown by experiment, 
they withstand a flow of light, 
concentrated by mirrors, and 
temperatures of up lo 1,500 de- 
grees, their efficiency reaching 
25 per cent, fn tbe near future, 
it may bo possible to raise this 
rate even higher. 

Today Leningrad scientists, 
together with colleagues from 
Uzbekistan, are working on tho 
first solar power plant based on 
such photocells. A compact sys- 
tem, with mirrors from cheap 
metalloplasUcs Is being created, 
capable of supplying energy 
for Instruments, for the every- 
day needs ot a geological ex- 
pedition, for an automatic me- 
teorological station, for a na- 
vigation boacon, or for water 
pumps of wells in southern 
pastures. 

ARTIFICIAL OPAL 

A jewellery factory in Du- 
ihanbe, Tajikistan, has started 
on tho production of experi- 
mental samples of object* made 
trom artificial opal, including 
rings and ear-rings in graceful 
silver settings o! national de- 
sign, Natural opal is nn excep- 
tionally rare stone, Opal de- 
posits hove been found in our 
country, but they aro purely ol 
mlnaraloglcAl interest, while 
Australia Is the only place in 
the world possessing commer- 
cial doposlls of opal. II worn 
scientists at the Institute ol 
Geology and Geophysics of the 
Siberian branch of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences, who first 
worked oul n technology lor 
producing the artificial stone. 

They found out how lo obtain 
synthetic opals closely resembl- 
ing Uie natural stone in struc- 
ture, chemical composition and 
In other physico-chemical nnd 
optical properties. Even an ex- 
peiienceil jeweller cannot tell an 
artificial opal from a natural one. 


ASKANIA-NOVA 


The research Institute at 
Askania-Nova, Involved In 
breeding animals for steppe 
regions Is also reintroducing 
rare animats and birds to their 
previous habitats. 

One or tbe first entries In the 
Red Data Book was tha Przbe- 
vaisky horse, which has adapted 
well to Ufa in the nature re- 
serve. Tlie herd at Askania- 
Nova is now big enough to have 
made it possible to return 
several hones to tbelr native 
Gobi preserve, in Mongolia. 

The Askania-Nova nature re- 
serve also acts as a home to 
Central Aslan onagers, to swans, 
flamingoes, mountain ..goals, 
Bteppe eagles, blson9, etc.

On leaving school, Panfilov entered a chem- 
ical engineering liulilulo in Ihe Urals; he then 
went to work in a factory, was a Komsomol 
leader, and IlnnUy, took up amateur filming.

In fact all three of 
his films seek lo drive It home to us that talent 
can be ensconced under a most unlikely exlerlor, 
and that quite alien people arc not kind 
or attentive enough fo bring (t lo life.
